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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments submitted in the AF request 
appear to be rehash of those which had been presented then addressed in the previous Office action. Each of the portions (of claim 1 ) 
being argued are referred back to how these portions were interpreted in the Office Action. However, the arguments amount to reproducing 
portions of the reference along with pleading to a contrary without much of evidence to support such verbal pleading, particularly in terms of 
how the specifics in the claim language would be clearly distinguishing over interpretation effectuated in the previous Office Action. Further, 
the arguments seem to evade from the focus in addressing a 103 rationale to rather expand into disagreeing about teachings by Charisius 
in relation to limitations that are not even included (as pertinent to) the Office Action's presenting a case of obviousness. Regarding the 
limitations such intermediate objects and API as claimed, the interpretation of such limitations were explained previously and the remarks 
set forth in the Final Action will stand. The claims stand non-allowable because the arguments, for enumerating mere case laws without 
further factual rebuttals (including rehash of previously submitted arguments, which were deemed a case of CFR 1.131b deficiency), remain 
non-convincing, especially in terms of dissecting the specific parts of very 1 03 rationale (i.e. how combined teachings would make a 
limitation obvious) to convey weakness therein 
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
